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THE POSTAL CASES 

Seven indictments Returned by 
the Federal Grand Jury In- 
volving Six People. 



ARRESTS MAY OCCUR WEDNESDAY 



The Officials Refuse to Discuss the 
Names or Details of the In* 
dictments at Present. 



Voluminous Evidence Was Laid Before 
the Grand Jury as the Result of 
the Inquiry Which Com- 
menced Last March. 



Washington, Sept. 9.— After delib- 
erating for several weeks over a mass 
«'f documents submitted by the post 
office Inspectors the federal grand Jury 
in this city Tuesday returned seven 
indictments in postal cases, Involving 
six different persons. All the indict- 
ments were kept off the public record 
and both the officials of the district 
attorney's office and of the post office 
department refused to discuss names 
or details of the indictments until the 
parties indicted are arrested. The 
identity of the indicted Individuals 
thus far was left a matter of conjec- 
ture. It is expected that arrests will 
occur Wednesday and that the post 
office department will have some an- 
nouncement to make during the fore- 
noon. The grand jury's action prob- 
ably marks the beginning of the end 
of the Investigations that has been in 
progress since the middle of last 
March. Voluminous evidence has been 
laid before the grand jury as the re- 
sult of the Inquiry and while the pres- 
ent report of the jury disposes of most 
of the cases, there yet remains several 
cases to be passed upon. When the 
latter are disposed of, according to 
Postmaster Oeneral Payne, the Inves- 
tigation so far as the work at Wash- 
ington is concerned, will be at an end 
for all practical purposes. Several of 
the persons indicted Tuesday live out- 
side of Washington. They will be ar- 
rested as soon as bench warrants can 
be served. 

Leopold Stern, the Baltimore con- 
tractor, who disappeared from Balti- 
more before he could be arrested on 
an indictment returned July 3l last, 
was located at Toronto and the long 
delayed surrender of George W. Bea- 
vers, the former head of the salary 
and allowance division, to the New 
York authorities, took place. The pos- 
tal officials have been searching for 
Stern ever since he disappeared and 
finally received word from the Cana- 
dian authorities that he is in Toronto. 
They expressed considerable vexation 
at the premature publication of his 
whereabouts on account of the prob- 
lem of extradition that now confronts 
the government, and the possibility of 
his making good his escape, now that 
the information has become public in 
advance of the readiness of the au- 
thorities to effect his arrest. Bea- 
ver's arrest created no surprise, for 
the government all along has kept ad- 
vised of his whereabouts despite re- 
ports to the contrary. 

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 9.— Mr. Stern 
declined to be seen when a reporter 
called at his home Tuesday. He re- 
ferred all callers to his attorney. Mr. 
Stern's lawyer said that his client was 
ready to appear before an extradition 
judge and prove his innocence, which 
in Interpreted as a declaration that ex- 
tradition proceedings will be fought 
to the end. He will not leave the city, 
the attorney said, and If an extradition 
warrant is secured, Mr. Stern will at 
once leave for Washington. 



M'KINLEY MONUMENT. 



President Invited to Attend the Unveil 
ing on Antietam Battlefield. 



Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 9.— Maj. Jo- 
seph D. Cunningham, of Harrison 
county, Ohio, called on the president 
Tuesday to invite him to attend on Oc- 
tober 13 the unveiling of a monument 
erected to the memory of the late 
President McKinley on the battlefield 
of Antietam. The monument is lo- 
cated on the spot where Maj. McKin- 
ley stopped to eat his supper on the 
night following the great battle. 

President Roosevelt was unable 
Tuesday to give a definite answer to 
the Invitation, but promised Maj. Cun- 
ningham to let him know within a few 
days. 

Death of Henry C. Delano. 

Madison, Wis., Sept. 9.— Henry C. 
Delano, of Marahfield, Mass., died of 
paresis here Tuesday while he was 
visiting his granddaughter, Mrs. M. W. 
Keeley. For 30 years he was employ- 
ed by Daniel Webster and was the last 
to look on the great statesman's face, 
closing the Ud on the coffin. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 9.— The 
building strike came to an end Tues- 
day, work being resumed on all the 
large buildings. 



ATTORNEY GENERAL'S RULING.

It Is a Big Saving For the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Sept. 9.— Attorney 
Oeneral Pratt gave ouf a written opin- 
ion Tuesday which has been followed 
by the state board of valuation In fix- 
ing the franchise tax of the Illinois 
Central railroad. 

The latter road operates under a 
long lease the Chicago. St. Ixmls & 
New Orleans road in Kentucky and 
claimed that in fixing the franchise 
value the amount of tangible property 
of the leased road should be deducted 
from the total franchise value of the 
Illinois Central in Kentucky. 

The board of valuation was in doubt 
about it and referred the question to 
Gen. Pratt, who decides the amount 
ought to be deducted. This saves the 
Illinois Central several thousand dol- 
lars. ^^^^^ 

SUING FOR 8ALARIES. 



City Officials of Georgetown Want 
Their Back Pay. 

Georgetown, Ky.. Sept. 9— A. W. 
Bradley, city treasurer; L. L. BriBtow. 
police Judge; Otis Ashurst, chief of 
police; J. C. Lemon, city clerk, and 
Walter Glass, assessor, have filed suit 
against Georgetown for 16 months' sal- 
ary each. As a result of the Novem- 
ber (1901) election the municipal of- 
fices were contested. The election 
commissioners decided the democratic 
officers were elected, and they took 
the offices January 1, 1902, and held 
them until the latter part of April, 
1903, when the court of appeals de- 
cided the republicans were entitled to 
the offices. At that time the republic- 
ans took possession and now sue for 
all salary paid to the democrats. 

WOULD FINE JUROR KING. 

Affidavit Fifed Accusing Him of "Elec- 
tioneering" With the Jury. 

Cynthiana. Ky., Sept. 9.— At the 
opening of the Harrison circuit court 
Tuesday morning County Attorney J. 
Stanley Webster filed an affidavit ask- 
ing that Jasper King be required to 
show cause why he should not be fined 
for contempt, in violating the instruc- 
tions of the court In electioneering 
with other jurors In the Jett trial last 
month. 

The order was made returnable Fri- 
day, and King said later he would be 
ready to a nswer. 

Killed Child During Nightmare. 

Rockport, Ky.. Sept. 9.— A 7-months- 
old baby of Mary Porter, a Negro girl, 
was found dead In bed Tuesday morn- 
ing. The girl says that during a night- 
mare she thought that someone was 
trying to Bteal the child and that she 
was trying to hide It, when it was 
crushed t o death. 

Death Caused By a Fall. 

Franklin. Ky., Sept. 9 — Mrs. Robert 
Gregory fell from a ladder at the stock 
barn of her husband. At first she 
thought the Injuries she received from 
the fall were only slight. It develop- 
ed that she was Injured internally, 
and, after a few days of Intense suf- 
fering, she died. 

Coal Mine Disaster at Madisonville. 

Madisonville, Ky., Sept. 9.— Rivers 
Stronnell, colored, was killed and Will 
Holston and Chas. Hampton, also col- 
ored, were fatally injured In a coal 
mine disaster in this city Tuesday. A 
coal car was derailed knocking a drop- 
down and letting the roof down upon 
them.

Lebanon, Ky., Sept. 9 — A Negro 
who gave his name as Sam Hancock, 
on Water street Tuesday morning, dis- 
robed and started up the street walk- 
ing as Indifferently aB if attired in the 
latest garments. Officer Thompson 
took him in charge.

Lancaster, Ky., Sept. 9.— The city 
council has made a recent raid on the 
"blind tiger" haunts of "Battle Row" 
and seized a number of cases of beer 
and other intoxicants. The illicit deal- 
ers were arraigned before the police 
Judge Tue sday.

In the Vilayet of Monastir the Insur- 
gents Threaten to Resort to Re- 
prisals on the Turks. 



Russian Foreign Minister Declares the 
Bulgarian Bands Are Guilty of 
Greater Tyranny and Devasta- 
tion Than the Turks. 

Ixmdon, Sept. 9. — Everything seems 
to point to new and terrible develop- 
ments In Macedonia. On top of the 
appalling accounts of the results of 
the Turkish methods of "restoring or- 
der" in the vilayet of Monastlr comes 
the threat by the insurgents to resort 
to reprisals on the same Bcale. The 
porte's anxiety to suppress news by 
expelling newspaper correspondents 
from the area of the operations Is held 
to have but one meaning. Wednesday 
morning's papers comment upon the 
significance of the news that Russia 
and Austria are seeking to persuade 
the powers to coerce Bulgaria as show- 
Ing a belief that war is Inevitable. 

A dispatch to the Standard from 
Constantinople dated Sunday says: 
"The Turks are much disturbed by the 
presence of the American warships at 
Beirut and are making every effort to 
have them recalled. In spite of all as- 
sertions that the United States only 
intends to be there for the simple pro- 
tection of the rights of her citizens, it 
is quite possible that the dispatch of 
the warship may initiate action lead- 
ing much further." 

The Sofia correspondent of the 
Morning Leader says by the end of the 
week the Insurgents will have received 
a large accession of weapons. Thirty 
thousand rifles are being smuggled In 
to them from all sides, and when these 
have been received the real fighting 
will begin. 

A Monastir dispatch to the Daily 
Mall dated September 6 says the great 
military drive In the mountains to the 
southwest of Monastlr towards Lake 
Prespa by a force of 3,000 Turkish In 
fantry with 12 guns resulted in the es- 
cape of all the revolutionary bands. 
Though the latter were practically sur- 
rounded, not one was captured. 

The Sofia correspondent of the 
Times says the insurgents have laid 
up large stores of provisions in the 
mountains and even contemplates a 
winter campaign. The suffering to the 
women and children thereby entailed 
would be appalling but the insurgent 
leaders believe that the ill-clad Turk- 
ish troops will sflffer more than them- 
selves owing to their inability to ob- 
tain supplies in a devastated country 
with Interrupted communications. 

The Athens correspondent of the 
Times hears that Count I^amsdorff, the 
Russian minister, has declared his 
opinion that the Bulgarian bands are 
guilty of greater tyranny and devasta- 
tion than the Turkish troops, and that 
it would be necessary to warn the Bul- 
garians that they will not succeed In 
involving Russia in an armed Interven- 
tion against the Turks, and further, 
that Russia will not permit a change 
in the status quo by the creation of an 
autonomous Macedonia or the appoint 
ment of a Christian governor. 



Bogota. Saturday, Sept. 5 — The bill 
which congress is now discussing au- 
thorizing President Marroquin to ne- 
gotiate a new Panama canal treaty 
with the United States contains the 
following stipulations. 

The perpetual use of the cnnal zone 
Is granted provided that at the expi- 
ration of each hundred years the Unit- 
ed States shall pay during the suc- 
ceeding hundred years 25 per cent, 
more premium and rental than for the 
preceding term, the premium begin- 
ning at $400,000 and the rental at $400. 

The mixed tribunals in the canal 
zone shall try suits between foreigners 
or between Colombians and foreign- 
ers. The police and sanitary measures 
shall be practically in charge of the 
United States. 

Twenty million dollars Is fixed as 
the price of the concession besldeB the 
rental (sum?) of $10,000,000 payable 
by the canal company In consideration 
of Colombia's approval of the transfer 
of shares. 

The railroad shall in 64 years revert 
to Colombia, but the United States 
may buy it under a valuation. 

A term shall be fixed within which 
the canal must be begun, and fin- 
ished. 

The contract shall provide for a 
means to settle differences which may 
arise between the governments during 
the construction and execution of tie 
contract.

UNITED IRISH LEAGUE. 

A Resolution Adopted Welcoming the 
Irish Land Bill. 



Dublin, Sept. 9. — The national direc- 
tory of the United Irish league held a 
meeting at Dublin Tuesday under the 
presidency of William Redmond, M. P. 
A resolution was adopted welcoming 
the Irish land bill as the most sub- 
stantial victory gained by the Irish 
people for centuries, and ascribing 
this result to loyalty of Chief Irish 
Secretary Wyndham, the high public 
spirit of the liberal party and the good 
will of the landlords. Other resolu- 
tions urged the tenants to negotiate 
the purchase of their holdings In a 
spirit of friendliness. 

FOR FAR EASTERN SERVICE. 



The French Government Has Requisi- 
tioned Several Steamer*. 

Paris, Sept. 9.— A dlapatch from 
Marseilles to La Presse asserts that 
the government has requisitioned all 
the steamers on the far eastern serv- 
ice of Messagerias Maratimes and 
Chargeurs Reunis companies for the 
conveyance ef a large number of 
troops of all arms and a quantity of 
supplies. The dispatch adds that this 
step confirms the report that a critical 
situation prevails in China. 

London, Ky., Sept. 9. — Congressman 
Vincent Boreing, who is ill of pneu- 
monia.

Curtis Jett Will Be Placed on Trial 
Next Monday. 

Cynthiana, Ky., Sept. 9.— When the 
case against Curtis Jett for the mur- 
der of Town Marshal Jim Cockrill, of 
Jackson, was called here Tuesday, the 
commonwealth answered ready, but 
asked a continuance of a day. None 
of the outside attorneys for the de- 
fense had arrived. 

When Jett was brought In Attorney 
Blanton, for the defense, filed a de- 
murrer, asking that the indictment be 
quashed. Commonwealth's Attorney 
Byrd objected to the demurrer, and 
asked that the case be tried at this 
term of court. 

Judge Osborne overruled the special 
demurrer, and Attorney Blanton then 
filed affidavits supporting his motion 
to have the Indictment quashed on 
the ground that this court had no Juris- 
diction to try the case, as the defend- 
ant had been tried and convicted at a 
special term of the court. 

Judge Osborne did not think the 
grounds In the affidavit were sufficient 
for a postponement, and said the case 
would have to be tried at this term. 
He set It for next Monday, and order- 
ed a special venire of jurymen from 
Robertson, Nicholas and Pendleton 
counties. 

MASTER BUILDERS' EXCHANGE. 

A Systematic Warfare on Sympathetic 
Strikes to Be Made. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 9.— The advisory 
board of the Master Builders' Ex- 
change Tuesday fixed January 1. 1904, 
as the date on which systematic war- 
fare by means of lockouts against 
sympathetic strikes will begin. The 
builders' exchange represents practi- 
cally all the builders and sub-contrac- 
tors in the city. No workman will be 
employed after January 1, 1304, unless 
he Is willing to agree not to engage in 
any sympathetic strike and to arbi- 
trate any difference that may arise, 
work to continue meanwhile.

ford B. Hayes president. The name of 
the organization was changed to the 
Appalachian Forest Reserve associa- 
tion.

The Best Work of Tuesday Was That 
of Private Wilson of the 
Georgia Team. 



Mr. Smith and Lieut. Benedict, Both of 
Ohio, Succeeded In Scoring 49 
Out of a Possible 50 at 
500 Yarde. 

Sea Girt, N. J., Sept. 9.— New Jersey 
took the lead at the very beginning of 
the national trophy match Tuesday 
morning and remained at the head of 
the list of competitors Tuesday even- 
ing upon the conclusion of the fffst 
day's shooting in the great military 
team rifle contest. 

The firing Tuesday was at 200, 600 
and 600 yards, constituting the first 
half of the match. The firing Wednes- 
day will be at 800, 900 and 1,000 yard 
ranges. 

The New lefttT team scored a total 
of 1,564 out of a possible 1.800, being 
11 points in advance of Massachusetts, 
the next highest competitor, 19 points 
ahead of New York, and 30 points 
ahead of the District of Columbia. 

The following are the scores for the 
day: New Jersey. 1.564; Massachu- 
setts. 1,563; New York. 1,545; District 
of Columbia. 1,534; Ohio. 1.518; Penn- 
sylvania. 1,511; United States marine 
corps. 1,485; United States army In- 
fantry team, 1.473; Connecticut. 1.443; 
Rhode Island, 1.440; Georgia. 1.439; 
United States navy, 1.423; United 
States army cavalry team, 1.372; Ver- 
mont, 1.286; Michigan.

The weather was changeable 
throughout the day.

By far the best work of Tuesday 
was that of Private Wilson, of the 
Georgia team. He was the last man 
to shoot and in almost total darkness 
succeeded In attaining a total of 42 
out of a possible 50 at MM yards. 
Dardingkeller. of New York, and Mr. 
Smith and Lieut. Benedict, of Ohio, 
each succeeded in scoring 49 out of a 
possible 50 at 500 yards. The cavalry 
team of the army Is using the service 
I carbine and therefore under the rules 
I received an allowance of 12 points at 
' G00 yards. The teams' actual score 
was 412, but the allowance raised it 
to 424.

Sept. 9.— For an hour 
Tuesday a general strike among union 
artisans at the World's fair grounds 
was threatened as a result of differ- 
ences between carpenters ami tbe Ncy- 
ers Construction Co.. which is build- 
ing the intramural railway. Two thou- 
sand carpenters quit work because of 
the employment by the contractors of 
several men at lower than the union 
scale. A truce was reached when the 
contractors suspended the men who 
were objected to. 

George Newman, representing the 
carpenters, says a general strike will 
be called If the contractors do not fi 
nally grant the demands. He declares 
that the allied unions are in sympathy.

THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 

The Democratic State cam paign opened 
under circumstances indicating a rous- 
ing victory in November. The party is 
more completely united than for years. 
Governor Beckham's able administration 
of public affairs is among the very strong- 
est arguments in his behalf, and the pre- 
diction is made that he will win by an 
old-time majority. The people of Ken- 
tucky do not want another such die- 
graceful state of affairs as that brought 
about by the Taylor- Powers-FinJey crowd, 
and they will see that' the political gang 
now in charge of the g. o. p. do not get 
their clutches on the State government. 

The formal opening of the campaign at 
Winchester last Saturday was attended 
by a crowd estimated at 8,000 or 10,000. 
It was not only a large crowd, but it was 
enthusiastic, evidencing the determina- 
tion of the rank and tile to rally almost 
as one man to the support of the ticket 
in November. This gathering of the 
clans was followed by another rousing 
meeting at Harrodsburg Monday, where 
Gov. Beckham and Congressman Ollie 
James spoke to a crowd of about 5,000 
people. The party leaders say the Dem- 
ocrats are better united in the Eighth 
Congressional district than for many 
year*. In Meicer County especially 
there is no disaffection, and the Demo- 
cratic voters are solid in their support of 
the Sute tirket. The campaign was also 
opened Monday at Carrollton, Uchmond, 
Preetonburg, New Castle, Hopkinsville, 
Stanton atid Benton, where good crowds 
heard Democratic speakers.
